for the "Nostalgia" issue. I received my first radio (a little three-tube set) back in the 
early 60's while I was still an elementary school student living at home with my parents in 
the town of Richmond Hill, Ontario, just North cf Toronto.

I thought I'd take the opportunity to introduce myself. to the NRC, 
and to shares a few thoughts with fellow DXers. Most people are on vacation and have left 
their hobbies behind; hence, slow or non-existant DX reports through the Summer. Since I 
haven't vacationed yet, AW DXing is still part of my routine. It is now time to sharpen our 
skills and equipment for the coming season. Mid-Summer is poor at best for that long-dis- 
tance haul, so let's keep things close to home. The object is to log every station in your 
home state, Easy, you say? ell, not so. Propagation changes by the hour, and electrical 
storm activity seems always to smother that 250 watt station three towns over. For example, 
at 1400 “STC (Stamford) and WILI (Willimantic) both share the frequency, but are located at 
opposite sides of the state. However, WPOP-1410 is local for me and at 5,000 watts provides 
enough adjacent channel interference to make it almost impossible to copy either of the two 
stations at 1,00. hen seeking low-power locals, electrical noise and adjacent channel spat. 
ter are your worst enemies. iiork to minimize them, tune your antenna, receiver and operator 
for best reoeption. I live in central Connecticut where none of its nearly 4o stations is 
more than 60 miles from my listming post, and I've logged all but a few. It has taken time, 
plaming and good equipment to achieve that mark. The final stations will allow (or force) 
me to develop techniques that will work during the best tine mid-Winter, Remember, an advan- 
tage to Summer Diing is that the critical hours ocour in the evening, after most of us are 
home fron work, providing a few extra hours each day for good DXing over those early darkness 
days of Winter. Take advantage of the time and use it. Trying to suoceedd when it is not 
60 easy in this oase can be both fun and rewarding. (Welcoue, Albert, to the NRCt)

My femily & I 
took a driving trip to Tucson and back 6/Wie7/12, 1 didn't do too much DXing on the trip, 
since we stayed at TV-infested motels along the way.
